Senalobia, Gen. Villipigue rushed into 
Hernando, 'after Gen. Smith had left it and 
returned to Memphis, and of course did 
not “bag*' Smith, but the neighborhood of 
the troops of Villipigue alarmed those in 
Memphis who are not aware what a whole- 
some horror the fortifications of Gen. Sher- 
man has inspired. 

The skirmishes that have ocobaionally 
taken place, and the burning of Ilatchie 
bridge — mattera annoying and mischiev- 
ous, but in no sense dangerous — have been 
the work of guerrillas of small means and 
almost harmless conduct. They bide about 
Nonconnah bottom and the Ilatchie bottoms, 
and arc composed of men who take to tha 
hrigand-like life of a guerrilla to avoid 
the conscription and the fatigue and honor- 
able dangers of the field. These parties 
pounce upon unsuspicious persons and 
places like the midnight robber, and do 
mischief, but they are utterly unable from 
their weakness, want of drill, arms and 
military skill, to do any thing that can, in 
ever so little, turn the balance of war. 
Villapigue is no longer at .Hernando, he 
left that place for Byhalib, which lies be- 
tween the Ohio and Mississippi Kailroad 
and Holly Springs. Had an attack on Mem- 
phis been intended, the enemy would not 
have laid at Tupello and elsewhere, while the 
works of a strong fort were constructed, and 
heavy guns mounted that command the city, 
landing, and principal approaches. Under 
the vigilant care of Gen. Sherman — whose 
atfability and consideration for the welfare 
of others is obtaining for him a ‘‘golden opin- 
ion from all sorts of men" — confidence may 
be felt that the city and tho country around 
will be well watched over and carefully 
thought for. *

below Helena with much anxiety. What 
will the expedition of infantry, cavalry ,and 
artillery recently landed at Saconia accom- 
plish? When will it strike? We have heard 
intelligence on this matter that leads*us to 
expect a relult damaging in the extreme to 
the secessionists.

Immediately after the repnlae of the 
enemy at Bolivar, large bodies of his «av- 
airy attacked the different detachniauls 
scattered along (he line ot the Mississippi 
Central railroad, lie! ween Medon ao<3 
Boone’s Station. The detaclunenl lieing 
small, afipr sharp skirmishing relireil to 
Medou duiSTnn, at which point, an<i near 
I the depot, a harricaile was constructed of 
I cotton bales, uu<ler (lie direction cf Adju- 
tant Frohrock. 

At 3 p. M., August 31st., the enemy at- 
tacked the defenses, at Medon, in force, es- 
timated to be 1,500 strong, but were gal- 
lantry held at bay, by about 160 roeu of the 
45ih Illinois. Being informed of the attack 
1 immediately sent six companies of the 
7th Missouri regiment, by railroad, to re-en- 
force our men. On their arrival the Tth im- 
I mediately formed into line and charged the 
I enemy driving him from the town with cton- 
siderable loss, and taking a number of pris- 
oners.

Washin'oton, Si'pt. 26. 

, The Postoffice llepartmeut has recfivtil 
informatiou from various sources, (hat cer- 
tain persons persistently divert postage 
stamps from their legitiiuAte purposes, by 
calculating them in packages together with 
cancelled stamps as currency. Owing to 
this use of tbe stamps, the Department is 
embarrassed in tbe supply for mail pur- 
poses. The public, therefore, are interested 
in discountenancing their circulation as 
currency. In all cases of infraction of the 
law coming to the knowledge of the Post- 
office Department, Uie parties will be prose- 
cuted, as it is a grave offense. This, of 
course, haa no connection with the specially 
designated stamp currency. 

St. Louis, Sept. 26. 

The court martial appointed for the trial 
of Gen. McKinstry, assembled this morn- 
ing. In the absence of Gen. Harney (who 
haa been ordered to Waahington, and left 
for the East this morning), Gen. B. Graham 
was selected as acting President. Charges 
and specifications were called for, but the 
gentleman having them in charge could 
not be found. After a discussion of pre- 
liminary mutters, the court adjourned to 
meet on Friday. 

Wasuinoton, Sept. 25. 

Surgeon General Hammond has returned 
from the battle-field between Manassas and 
Bull Run. He reports that our people have 
buried 3,00U rebels left dead and unburied 
on the field, though it will be remembered 
the rebels held the field after that bloody 
engagement. He adds that there yet re- 
mains tiOU rebel corpses to be interred. 

These interments, under tbe direction of 
our army medical department, are in addi- 
tion to those made by tbe reliel army pre- 
vious to its leaving for Maryland, which 
must have been numerous. There can bo 
DO doubt, therefore, that the rebels killed 
far outnumbered ours in that battle. 

Washinoton, Sept. 25. 

Col. Bordan of the sharp shooters is un- 
der treatment in this city for hemoptysis, 
consequent upon contusion received on the 
30th ult. Dr. Clyner attends the case in 
person, while there have been some com- 
plaints as to the treatment of soldiers in 
hospitals here, and which was at once 
sought to be remedied by the Surgeon Gen- 
eral.
